We remember fome, time fice, in the Reign 
of Kida Fames, to have héardan Old Devil-Hunter, 
pretend to caft outa Devil from one who pretended to 
be p Te. tand was ‘in and about London, and divers o- 
ther placeg.,.. The Ok Fellow. went to PravYers, but 
moft of his Prayer was nothing elfe but a Repetition 
of O Golof Abraham, God of liaac, God of Jacob, God 
f Sabboth, &«. which we ther thought only a foolifh 
‘Tautology, but are now inclia’d to believe *twas no 
better nor worfe than a Charm, or Conjuration, that 
form having been commonly made ufe ef forthote 
purpof&s, perhaps fome Two or Three TheyjandYears, 
both among Fes and Ayatheas, This, Superitition 
was, it feems, {pread very twice, not only ,the £¢ ypy- 
as, but many other Nations faving learnt it from the 
Sews, Thus Origem ggaini Celj4s,.as quoved by Dr. 
Fiamriond, (that inexhauftible Fountain .of Learning 
and Julament): * The Names of Abraham, &c. fays
